— (BP) — The  new  Federal  Con¬ 
stitution,  the  principles  of  which 
were  bitterly  fought  for  in  the 
recent  struggle  for  indepen¬ 
dence  and  as  stubbornly  con¬ 
tested  before  the  states  ratified, 
today  became  effective  in  the 
new  United  States  of  America. 

Remarkable  as  this  document 
of  civil  liberties  is,  it  is  no 
more  unusual  than  the  fact  that 
one  man  who  neither  holds  pub¬ 
lic  office 'nor  was  a  delegate  to 
a  state  convention  is  in  large 
measure  responsible  for  its  a- 
doption. 

Baptist  Preacher  „ 

That  one  man  is  John  Leland, 
a  simple  Baptist  preacher  who 
has  been  equally  concerned  for 
religious  freedom  and  the  souls 
of  men.  Probably  the  most 
popular  preacher  in  Virginia. 
Leland  is  recognized  as  the 
Baptist  spokesman  for  religious 
liberty. 

When  the  Constitution  was 
first  submitted  to  the  states  for 
ratification  two  years  ago,  it 
met  with  widespread  opposi¬ 
tion.  There  was  a  general  feel¬ 
ing  that  the  articles  did  not 
provide  sufficient  state  or  in- 
finer  senti-  dividual  rights,  and  even  some 
other  s  Day  signing  the  documents  did  so 
with  serious  reservations. 
.Nowhere  was  the  conflict 
more  marked  than  In  Virginia 
— certain  to  prove  a  key  state. 
Two  old  friends  of  Baptists.  Pat¬ 
rick  Henry  and  James  Madison, 
led  the  opposing  sides. 

In  opposing  the  Constittuion,  j 
per-  Patrick  Henry  declared  that  it 
— -  “squinted  toward  monarchy” 
and  failed  to  guarantee  indivldu- 
0*1*  al  rights.  Those  favoring  adop¬ 
tion  admitted  that  the  articles 
had  weaknesses  but  urged  rati¬ 
fication  and  amendments  later. 
Madison  and  hit  followers  fear¬ 
ed  that  if  the  Constitution  was 
not  adopted  at  once,  hopes  of  a 
united  republic  might  be  lost  | 1 
forever. 

County  Delegates 

County  delegates  were  to  be 
sent  to  a  Virginia  state  con¬ 
vention  which  would  adopt  or 
reject  the  Constitution.  Both 
Leland  and  Madison  were  from 
Orange  County,  and  Leland’s 
friends  had  persuaded  him  to 
become  a  candidate  —  opposing 


a  Constitution  which  failed  to 
guarantee  religious  liberty. 

Madison  was  in  Philadelphia 
on  business  and  Leland’s  cam¬ 
paign  made  considerable  head¬ 
way  before  he  returned.  Back 
in  Virginia,  Madison  went  to 
Leland,  whose  election  seemed 
certain,  and  presented  his  case 
for  adoption  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion.  Later  the  two  met  at  a 
political  rally  before  many  of 
the  voters  of  Orange  County.

The  Constitution  was 
I  ratified  by  a  vote  of  eighty-nine 
to  seventy-nine. 

Nine  states  were  needed  to 
ratify.  While  Virginia  was  the 
tenth  to  adopt,  following  New 
Hampshire  by  just  five  days  on 
June  26,  1788.  this  was  the  de¬ 
cisive  election.  If  Virginia  with 
its  influential  statesmen  approv¬ 
ed,  the  Constitution  was  was 
certain  to  become  law. 

That  ten-vote  margin  for  the 
Constitution  never  would  have 
been  possible  without  James 
Madison’s  influence.  And  Madi¬ 
son  would  not  have  been  a  dele- 
gate  to  the  convention  if  John 
Leland  had  not  withdrawn  in

#  Denied  By  Research 

But  here,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
health  question,  research  has  re¬ 
futed  the  popular  idea.  Several 
studies  in  recent  years  have 
shown  that  older  men  develop 
disciplined  work  habits  and  an 
ability  to  concentrate  which 
more  than  offsets  any  slowing 
down  of  their  reflexes.  They  al¬ 
so  tend  to  be  more  conscientious 
about  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  and  less  distracted  by 
outside  Interests. 

The  third  fallacy  is  the  belief 
that  a  youthful  minister  is  the 
only  kind  who  can  “capture  the  1 
imagination  and  win  the  hearts 
of  the  young  people  of  the 
church.” 

“The  young  people  themsel¬ 
ves  would  be  the  first  to  deny 
this,"  Carr  says.  “If  you  observe 
students  in  secondary  schools 
and  in  colleges,  you  will  often 
discover  that  the  teacher  they 
most  respect  and  love,  the  teach¬

VISITATION 
By  John  T.  Sisemore 

Visitation  is  a  magic  word!  It 
is  the  magic  word  for  growth. 
Yet  little  visitation  is  accom¬ 
plished  unless  the  visitors  are 
strongly  motivated. 

Maintaining  a  vigorous  visita¬ 
tion  program  is  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  the  church  leadership. 
Pastors,  educational  directors, 
Sunday  school  superintendents, 
and  other  leaders  must  give  con¬ 
stant-  attention  to  the  stimula¬ 
tion  of  those  who  are  to  visit. 
EMhusiasm  is  a  vital  factor  in

Many  churches  use  a  visita¬ 
tion  tally  sheet  giving  a  month¬ 
ly  recap  on  visits  made 


as  com¬ 
pared  with  number  of  absen¬ 
tees,  new  members,  and  the  like. 

V.  MAGNIFY  THE  RESULTS 
OF  VISITATION 

Most  people  are  willing  to 
work  diligently,  provided  they 
see  some  results  from  their  ef¬ 
forts.  In  order  to  encourage  dili¬ 
gence  and  to  recognize  it,  it  is 
a  good  practice  to  introduce 
each  person  who  is  enrolled  be¬ 
cause  of  definite  visitation.  It  is 
interesting  to  present  a  “visita¬ 
tion  history”  on  each  new  mem¬ 
ber,  calling  the  names  of  per¬ 
sons  who  have  visited  him.

Thus  the  enthusiasm  of 
those  who  hsve  succeeded  is 
enjoyed  at  least  vicariously  by 
those  who  have  not  yet  started 
visiting  or  who  have  not  been 
successful  to  date. 

VI.  MAJOR  ON  HARVEST 
DAY  IN  SEPTEMBER 

All  visitation  should  point 
toward  a  great  harvest  of  souls 
on  Harvest  Day.  The  purpose  of 
visitation  is  evangelism!  The 
purpose  of  growth  is  evangel¬ 
ism!  The  purpose  of  teaching  is 
evangelism!  The  purpose  of  Har¬ 
vest  Day  is  to  reap  what  has 
been  sown  in  visitation,  growth, 
and  teaching. 

Visitation  is  essentially  Chris¬ 
tian  service.  Nevertheless,  it 
must  be  motivated  and  invigor¬ 
ated  by  careful  planning,  the 
use  of  slogans,  songs,  illustra¬ 
tions,  testimonies,  and  the  like. 

So,  during  the  “crash  pro¬ 
gram”  as  at  all  other  times,  vis¬ 
itation  ia  vital.  In  fact,  it  might 
be  said  that  we  must  "visit  or 
vanish.”

II.  HOW  BUILD  THE  TAB 
ERNACLE? 

1.  Arouse  in  the  people  a 
sense  of  their  need  of  it.  Peo¬ 
ple  need  to  praise  God.  Bring 
them  together  that  they  may 
worship  Him  in  praise.  People 
need  to  confess  God  and  con¬ 
fess  to  God.  Assemble  them  that 
they  may  worship  in  confession. 
People  need  to  implore  God.  to 
supplicate  Him.  Make  a  place 
of  assembly  that  the  people  may 
bring  their  saddened,  sorrowing 
hearts  to  Him. 

2.  Arouse  in  the  people  a 
sense  of  their  ability  to  gjje  of 
their  means  to  the  construction 
of  the  tabernacle  (the  church), 
and  a  sense  of  fheir  obligation. 
The  latter  first.  People  of  any 
community  need  to  be  made 
community  conscious,  to  made 
to  know  that  each  and  every 
one  of  them  is  of  the  commun- 1 
lty  such  a  part  as  cannot  evade 
or  shirk  and  that  he  is  under 
compulsion  because  of  this  iden¬ 
tification  to  have  part  in  the 
prosecution  of  community  enter¬ 
prise. 

His  church  needs  a  -house  of 
worship.  Be  it  so,  he  is  under 
an  obligation  which  he  cannot 
evade  and  dare  not  shirk  to  give 
aid  to  the  effort  to  build  it,  He 
can  not  plead  inability,  because 
every  man  and  woman  is  able  to 
make  a  contribution  of  some 
character  and  extent.

HI  QUALITY  OF  THE  TAB¬ 
ERNACLE. 

I  mean,  of  course,  the  quality 
of  the  material  of  which  the 
tablernacle  was  made,  and  the 
answer  ia:  The  finest  that  the 
possessions  of  the  people  af¬ 
forded.  Why  should  it  not  have 
been  so?  We  do  not  associate 
the  name  and  glory  of  God  with 
Just  any  sort  of  a  shack.  But  I 
do  want  to  make  a  qualification. 
When  a  given  people  do  their 
best  in  providing  God  a  house 
of  meeting,  I  believe  He  accepts 
and  consecrates  it.  But  I  pro¬ 
test  the  set  of  soul  that  leads 
people  to  make  for  themselves 
fine  houses  of  cypress  and  ce¬ 
dar,  grand  mansions  of  brick 
and  marble,  and  assign  the  Lord 
an  ordinary  place  of  assembly. 

I  have  taken  pride  for  years 
in  a  statement  from  the  lips  of 
a  member  of  a  church  that  had 
but  Just  completed  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  house  of  worship,  that 
there  was  not  one  piece  of  other 
than  first-class  material  in  that 
new  church.  Yes,  the  quality  of 
house  you  build  for  the  Lord's 
use  is  a  declaration  of

“more  or  less,-  the  lsraelities 
under  Moses  receive  from  their 
God  through  His  chosen  loader 
a  command  to  construct  a  tab¬ 
ernacle  for  a  meeting  place  be¬ 
tween  Jehovah  and  His  people. 
The  word  “tabernacle”  is  made 
from  a  word  meaning  a  hut.  hut 
you  cannot  get  from  the  de¬ 
scription  of  it  in  Exodus  2A30 
an  idea  that  will  fit  our  defini¬ 
tion  of  the  word  "hut.” 

The  gold,  silver,  brass,  direct¬ 
ed  to  be  used  in  its  construc¬ 
tion  would  lead  to  a  value  of 
the  tabernacle's  being  estimat¬ 
ed  at  $350,000  to  $400,000.  That 
is  a  lot  of  money  to  be  spent 
for  a  plqce  of  meeting  between 
a  God'  who  is  present  every¬ 
where  and  a  people  normally 
scattered  all  over  the  place. 
Now,  the  institution  nearest  to 
us  of  the  same  general  func¬ 
tion  and  use  as  the  tabernacle 
is  the  church  of  the  present  day. 
Why  a  chjirch.  a  meeting  house 
for  God  the  Lord  and  Ilia  peo¬ 
ple? 

I.  WHY  THE  TABERNACLE. 

1.  It  makes  God  accessible  to 
His  people.  The  people  seed 
God.  Of  course  every  one  who 
seeks  also  finds  Him,  and  this  is 
true  individually,  but  His  pro¬ 
mises  are  bright  to  those  who 
all  together  pray,  old  men  and 
babes  and  loving  friends  and 
youths  and  maidens  gay.  ' 

„  2.  It  makes  the  people  acces-- 
sible  to  God.  Is-  it  irreverent  to 
say  He  needs  His  people?  To  say 
that  God  needs  anything  is  rath¬ 
er  to  use  the  language  of  great 
venture,  but  I  think  we  can  say 
that  He  wants  the  fruit  of  His 
vineyard,  which  vineyard  are 
we;  that  He  wants  the  increase 
of  His  flock,  which  flock  are  we;
